The wisdom and benefits of 
inch a law are apparent and it 
could Ije copied with mreat ad- 
vantage by this State. ' If this, 
wertf done, oftiaena wonld not be 
so ready to sijiii petitions and 
the governor wonld put a pause 
upon his reoklesa eiercise of the 
pardoning power. 

As the custom now is, there is 
no difSculty in securing long pe- 
litions for any object under the 
aon, where it does not cost the 
aigner anything except the ez- 
'•■vtion of writing bis name. The 
average man will sign anything 
^ that is presented to him simply 
to pleaae the eifie«Uator of the 
petition. 

■Au influeatiAl citizen could 
•adljr fiet a«ialkitu40 of signa- 
tures to a petition to hang the 
president of the United States. 
The roMon is that the signer 
never expects to hear apain of 
hie name in connection with the 
petltioo and never expects any- 
one to find out his responsibility. 

So notorious are these facts 
that they must be apparent to 
any man who has ability enough 
Ut become thegovernor of a great 
state. Soeb* a nian mast know 
how little real signifioance 
should bo attached to these lists 
of names. They 'merely serve 
him as an excuse for doing a fa- 
«vor for some friedd to whom he 
may be under political obliga- 
tions or to curry favor with some 
pardon attorney who may help 
to streogtbeu his uiachiue. 

As a M U/ kter of fact, the name 
of no man should add any weight 
to a pe^tion unions it be accom- 
pani^^ reason that call for 
elemen^.
